THREE VETERANS WOUNDED 


One Shell Damages Two Houses— 
Flying Steel Nearly Blinds Auto- 
mobilist—Citizens in Fright. 


Fifty ten-inth shells, each weighing 
1,000. pounds, exploded, with a boom 
heard for miles,.on the Fort Hamilton 
ammunition pier at 5:30 o’clock yester- 
day afternoon, causing: a panic in that 
district of Brooklyn. Although. the pro- 
jectiles went off at the rate of three: a 
minute, almost with »the ‘regularity of 
‘a naval salute, many citizens feared an- 
j other Blatk Tom explosion, and thou- 
sands fled: from their homes to safer 
zones, OtHers,. more curious, . risked 
death by venturing into the danger zone. 

The explosion resulted from ¢ire which 
destroyed the army transport steam 
lighter Mackissin and the ammunition 
pier, setting off the ‘shells, which had 


not yet been placed on board the vessel. 

Heroic work, however, by the crews 
of four. fireboats and the land fire 
fighters held the danger within limits, 
although Colonel Fred A. Hunter, Com- 
mandant of Fort Hamilton, declared that 
a shift in the western. gale that fanned 
the fire might have spread the flame to 
Fort Lafayette, 400 yards from the burn- 
ing pier.and lighter, Fort Lafayette, 
a azine forthe. Nayy Department,’ 
was reported jammed from.top to bet- 
tom with explosive of vast power. 

. Although the -immediate vicinity < of 
the fort was. showered with shellé and 
with shell fragments, only ten Me | 
were reported ‘thjured. Three ‘sol 
and oné woman were wounded, hut oe 
seriously by flying shell fragments. ..An 
automobilist suffered serious injuries, to 
his eyes and the police report that four 
or five’ others, Whose names have not 
been ascertained, wefe also injured. Sev- 
éral of ‘the 10-inch projectiles, é¢ach 
weighing. 1,000 pounds, were shot high 
into the’ air by the mass explosion. of 
other. shells on ‘the pier. One crashed 
through a hotise eight biotks away, rit- 
cochetted and lodged in the wall of an- 
other frame dwelling. a block beyond. 

The -Mackissin. arrived at the Fort 
Hamilton pier on Saturday, partly load- 
ed with shells from Fort’ Wadsworth, 
Fort Hancock and Sandy Hook. ‘The 
plans¢were to.teke aboard 600 six-inch 
shelis, each yalued at $300, and 100 ten- 
inch projectiles, worth $500 apiece, for 
transfer ‘to Fort Lenina Boston Har- 
bor.

The work .of loading . the additional 
animunition was. begun early yesterday 
morning, and the plan was to continue 
all day, the work to be done by ammu- 
nition: squads ‘from the. fort's garrison, 
while Captain Fred Heppé and most of 
his crew of twenty men were to have 
shore liberty.

GBENEVA, Dec. 5 (Associated Press)— 
The first item on the agenda: of the 
League of Nations Assembly tomorrow 
is the resolution of the Argentine dele- 
gation providing that all sovereign 
States shall be recognized as members 
of the League unless they abstain of 
their own will.

To ‘any one familiar with govern- 
ment by a written constitution it. was 
evident that there was’ doubt as. to 
this. Under a precise interpretation of 
Article XXVI. the ultimate power of 
amendment lay not with the represen- 


ber nations. The point was brought 
before Dr. van HaMEL and his asso- 
ciates, and their verdict was. that 
amendments are .‘‘in the nature. of 
treaties '’ and are ‘* subject to ratifi- 
** cation by the members of the 
** League.”’ During the present ses- 
sion there is thus no time to put. an 
amendment through. Our own Senate, 
which is presumably no more busy 
than the treaty-making power in other 
countries, could scarcely render its de- 
cision during the.coming session. It 


agree in framing amendments before 
the close of the conference. 

In the circumstances, delay is nat- 
ural, and indeed advisable. The mat- 
ter is of world-wide int@est.and should 
have the benefit of world-wide discus- 
Sion and enlightenment. Our own 
Constitution, after almost a century 
and a half, is from time to time 
amended or addéd to. The fact is 
that a League of sovereign States is a 
new phenomenon, as to which the 
modern world has absolutely no ex- 
perience or precedents.

THE SUBTREASURY BUILDING.

County Judge MiT¢H- 
Bolsheviki, mi May, over in Brook- 
He Says, re told the November 
rand Jury last week 
Will Get Us. that the enactment of 
laws providing for the severe restriction 
of personal liberties and preferences on 
Sunday would result in making Bolshe- 
viki numerous, here instead of few, as 
he said they were now. The Judge did 
not charge the would-be restorers of 
the Puritan Sunday with being Bolshe- 
viel, or in sympathy with Bolshevism; 
his contention was only that laws the 
existence of which creates. widespread 
resentment tend to bring all law into 
disfavor and prepare large numbers of 
people for the acceptance of such as 
those of the Bolsheviki, simply bécause 
promises of increased liberty go with 
them. 
This is going rather far to finé an ar- 
gument against a *‘ blue Sunday,’’ and 


to the probability that such Sundays are 
to.come. Fear of that apparently ‘has 
no basis except the assumption that the 
success of prohibition proves that any- 
thing. along the same line is more than 
possible. 

It proves nothing of the kind. For one 
thing, the advocates of a Puritan Sun- 
day have no such well-founded charges 
to make against Sundays otherwise tint- 
ed as the foes of alcohol could bring 
against intoxicants and the _ traders 
therein. For another thing, the triumph 
of one set of extremists usually makes 
harder. the road to triumph for other 
extremists for some time to come, all 
moderate and reasonable people having 
been put on their guard. 

Therefore is all this: talk about a re- 
vival of the“ blue laws *’ more than a 
little amusing, especially as most of the 
apprehension is excited in regard to 
laws more * blue ’’ than even the Puri- 
tans ever had or wihted—laws that 
never existed except in a code that was 
invented by a grim jester, and ascribed, 
as part of his joke, to Connecticut, 
where Sunday never was observed with 
any particular severity.

day laws that fs more likely to be ef- 
fectual than ‘is the issuance of warnings 
against Bolshevism, addressed to a 
Grand Jury, a body .which; after all, 
doesn’t have much to do with either the 
making or the unmaking of laws. Jus- 
tice MintuRN’s plan is not to give any 
time at present to fighting attempts to 
take the sun out of Sunday, but to free 
the statute books of the State-of several 
laws of almost’ the very bluest sort that 
are now on them,*though the fact of 
their existence has been forgotten by 
practically everybody. They are broken 
with impunity because all efforts to ‘en- 
force them long since ceased. 

But that, too, as Justice MINTURN 

rightly says, is calculated to weaken re- 
spect for law in general, and he insists 
that laws which have become, by com- 
mon consent, what are. called ‘‘ dead 
letters ’’ should be. formally repealed. 

In probably every State in the Union 
the same situation exists—Sunday ob- 
servance laws still nominally what they 
were fifty or a h red years ago, but 
allowed to, slumber because publi¢: senti- 
ment is almost or quite unanimously 
against their enforcement. “They. should 
be cleared away, but legislators, those 
most timorous of mortals, will not un- 
dertake the task unless they are-en- 
couraged to do it by the participation 
of many people in such movements as 
the one which Justice Minturn is lead- 
ing.

“ investigate ’’ our race problem, one 
candeen Frenchmen our numberless: un- 
punished murders, what a ho would 
be heard all over this country, the 
loudest howléefs would be those Self- 
same: Iriah-Americans and German- 
Americans, ‘who by this ‘‘ investigation °’ 
into: the Irish problem are seeking to 
embroil the relations between the two 
\English speaking nations, whose friend- 
ship for cach other, sympathy for each 
-other’s problems and desire for hearty 
co-operation in the world’s affairs form 
the best guarantee of peace in thé world. 

Permit me in conclusion to amplify 
my phrase ‘inconclusive outcome ” of 
this irritating investigation. While 
much evil may, what poselble good can 
blow out of it? Every dispassionate dis- 
cerning man ‘réalizes that the real crux 
of the Irish problem is the religious 
question. Any report which fails to 
present that as the tap-root of trouble 
will suppress the truth, any which states 
it will be nothing but a twice-told tale. 

Protestant Irishmen will not be ruled 
by Catholics. Catholic Irishmen will not 
be content. with ‘ruling only themselves. 
Until both Protestants. and Catholics 
learn the lesson’.which our . American 
forefathers had to Jearn before they 
could found our American Government, 
there will’ be no solution of thé Irish’ 
problem. ‘That lesson was, that when 
Goverriment rests on the consent. of the 
governed, that consent’ must be a com- 
posite consent begotten of compromise. 
in the affairs 
ligion has no place. They who expect 
to manage the State must forget their 
Church. 

Every dispassionate discerning man 
knows that England tan not, and will 
not, allow an entirely independent gov- 
erhment to exist on an island so close to 
her shores, and’ that complete Irish in- 
dependence’ {is an iridescent _ dream. 
Every dispassionate discerning ‘man 
knows that Ireland must be content with 
the measure of independence enjoyed 
by Canada and Australia. I once asked 
a Canadian if there was any desire 
among Canadians to be freed from Eng- 
lish domination. He replied by a ques- 
tion, Why should. we seek to be inde- 
pendent when we are free to manage 
our own affairs in our own way, and 
yet have a powerful nation to fight for 
us? Every dispassionate discerning man 
knows that Ireland can have that meas- 
ure of independence the ‘moment she 
wants it and can satisfy England that 
she will use it in the best interests of 
all: Irishmen, whether they are Catholics 
or Protestants. 

There bas never been any such nation 
as the Irish hation. Until the island 
came undef English domination it was 
inhabited by various tribes ruled by 
petty kings. History does not give us 
the name of a single non-English King 
ruling the whole island. This‘ does not 
mean that there is not an Irish people, 
just as there. is a Canadian people,’ an 
Australian people. But why pursue this 
train of,thought? The settlement-of the 


\frish problem is none of our business. 


Anh investigation of it by a body of our 
citizens is a bit of intolerable meddling 
in another nation’s. domestic concerns. 
Not only should there go up from all 
parts of cur country.a protest against 
it, but our Federal authorities should 
oppose it in every legal way. “ 

What can our Government do? Well, 
it-can do two things. It can refuse pass- 
ports to the members of the committee 
who are purposing to go to Ireland 
for an * investigation’ on the ground. 
It can also inform the English. Gov- 
ernment .officlally that this committee 
has no Official standing, is self-ap- 
pointed, and is allowed to exist only 
because as a free country bad mannurs 
cannot be forbidden ‘by statute.

“The United States is not a Chris- 
tian nation,’’ Pastor Franke said. .‘‘ The 
treaty which this country made with 
Tripoli specifically states that this 
nation is not Christian, arid that accord- 
ing to Article VI. of the Federal Con- 
stitution any treaty entered into by the 
United States becomes a supreme law 
of the land. The further we separate 
stra and religion the better it is for 


The speaker quoted at iength from 
writings of blue law agitators and 
pointed out the narrow, dangerous spirit 
by which the writers are dominated. 

Freedom of-opinion is essential to the 
Christian religion, the speaker main- 
tained. ‘‘I'll never compel my sons: to 
believe as I do. I give them access to 
atheistic: literature. If I cannot bring 
them to Christianity by showing them 
the love of Christ they are better out- 
reer ay e Church than if I had to compel

California .and 
other States which have fewest laws 
have the Quietest Sundays.

Baltimore Player Tops _Inter- 
national, League Hitters With 
Mark of .404. 








Merwin Jacobson of the. champion 
Baltimore Orioles was the leading hit- 
ter of the International League during 
the 1920 season, according to the official 
batting averages made public today. In 
154 games during the campaign Jacob- 
son connected safely 235 times, and he 
closed the season with a batting mark 
of .404, a figure that is seldom reached 
by a player in any league. In Jacob- 
sen’s hit collection were 35 doubles, 16 
triples and 7 home runs, this hitting 
having much to do with the success of 
the Baltimore Club. 

Hither the pitching was far below 
normal or the batsmen were unusually 
good in the International League during 
the 1920 season. No less than fifty-four 
players are Usted as .300 hitters, and 
many of them range far above the mark 
which bounds the select ‘set in stick- 
work. Five players who took part in 
more than 100 games finished with bat- 
ting marks above .350, and several 
others threatened this figure. 

Jehnny Enzgmann, Syracees pitcher, 
ranks second to Jacobson in hitting, but 
he participafed in only nineteen games, 
so his mark of .393 is somewhat dis- 
counted. Brower of Reading, 
who was sold after mid-season to the 
Washington Club after he had poled 
twenty-two home runs, is the real run- 
ner-up with .388.
